Appendicitis 

Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, director of Georgia’s 
Department of Public Health, on Sunday last 
issued a warning against the danger of per- 
mitting an inflamed appendix to become too 
infected before calling in the doctor. 

Several hundred deaths by appendicitis are 
recorded in Georgia every year. Yet, if the 
disease is recognized early in its progress, it 
is one which need bring few, if any fatalities. 
The operation for appendicitis has been so 


_ perfected that it is one of the simplest in the 


modern surgeon’s repertoire. 
An inflamed appendix makes its condition 


-Kknown by persistent pain in the abdomen, 


usually starting in the pit of the stomach and 


e. later developing cramplike pains in the lower 
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fight side. Anyone who suffers from pain in 
the abdomen for three hours should call a 


doctor. Self-doctoring is useless and extremely 
dangerous in appendicitis. The only thing to 
be done is to apply cold applications, an ice 
_bag if available, until the doctor comes. Then, 
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if he diagnoses appendicitis, an operation is 
the only known cure. 

But, unless the case has progressed so far 
that the appendix is ruptured, there is prac- 
tically no danger in that operation.

Nothing Succeeds Like Success 
Important though the military gains by the 
Greeks in Albania and the British in Egypt are, 
in the military sense, their value in the diplo- 
matic and psychological arenas has been far 
greater. ' ~ : 

The threat fo the Suez canal has gone, at 
least for the time being. The Italians, little 
partners in the European Axis, are on the 
verge of elimination as a factor in the war 
and the British supply line through the Med- 
iterranean is ‘now under complete control of 
the British navy. - 

All these gains are of vital significance. But 
there are even greater gains which must not 
be overlooked. 

In the first place, the German dream of a 
successful blow to the British in the Near East 
has been made impossible of achievement. The 
rout of the Italians in Albania has tremen- 
dously strengthened the morale of the smaller 
Balkan nations, Bulgaria and Yugoslavia, 
through which Hitler must send his forces if 
he attempts to carry out his Mosul-Bagdad 
ambition. Too, Russia has been made less 
inclined to actively co-operate with the Nazis 
—who always have been distrusted at Moscow. 
And Turkey has likewise been stiffened, mak- 
ing it certain that any Nazi adventure looking 
to the Dardanelles would meet stubborn re- 
sistance. 

Now comes word that. the Vichy govern- 
ment of unoccupied France has refused a Ger- 
man request to move troops through France to 
a Mediterranean port, there to be transported 
to aid the hard-pressed Italians. 

Thus, with the new courage that has been 
instilled into the Balkans must be added new 
determination injected into the Petain govern- 
ment, which means that two of the three roads 
through which German help could be sent the 
desperately struggling Mussolini have been 
blocked, leaving only the Brenner Pass on the 
Italo-German frontier. And both Hitler and 
Mussolini will hesitate long before using this 
gateway, because of the terrific blow to Italian 
morale it would be if the Italian people had 
to witness the passage of rescuing Nazi divi- 
sions through their own country. 

The ousting of Pierre Laval from the Petain 
cabinet is of utmost significance. He was the 
great friend of the Nazis, the man ready to 
sacrifice not only Britain, but his own nation, 
in his eagerness to win the friendship of Hitler. 
Laval, it is now known, offered Hitler anything 
he wanted, in return for concessions to France 
on the Mediterranean and in northern Africa. 
In fact, it was these negotiations that really 
led Mussolini into the tragic attack against 
Greece. For, when Hitler promised so much to 
Laval, Mussolini saw the gains he had visioned 
as a result of his cowardly attack on a pros- 
trate France slipping from his grasp. Angered, 
he undertook the Greek campaign in order to 
show Hitler he.could conquer his own loot, re- 
gardless of Nazi aid. 

The campaign around and upon the Medi- 
terranean has largely changed the entire com- 
plexion of the war. Undoubtedly Hitler will 
try, next spring, to invade and conquer Britain. 
That will be the crucial hour. 

But, in the meantime, the changing atti- 
tude of France, of Spain and of. the smaller 
nations of the east is emphatic evidence that 
in war, as in every other human affair, nothing 
succeeds like success.

KNUDSEN ALSO TALKED TO ROOSEVELT W AS HING- 
TON, Dec. -16. 


Most public oratory is adequately dealt with in a newspaper head- 
line. A few speeches deserve to be glanced through to the end. 
But it is a very rare speech indeed that every citizen ought to 
“read, mark and inwardly digest,” as Bacon put it. Such a speech 
was William S. Knudsen’s report on the defense program to the 
National Association of Manufacturers. € 

For the burly chief of the Defense Commission’s- crucial pro- 
duction division did two deeply significant things at the manufac- 
turers’ get-together. He revealed for the first time the scope of 
the defense program, listing the 50,000 planes, the 130,000 engines, 
the 17,000 heavy and 25,000 light guns, and all the other items in 
the vast mass of war material he estimates it will take 18,000,- 
000,000 man hours of work to produce. And he also revealed, at 
least in part, how sadly the program has failed to attain its ob- 
jectives to date. 

In fact, Knudsen’s speech was a brief summary of the same 
situation he described to the President in an important memoran- 
dum on reorganization of the defense setup. The memorandum, 
composed by Knudsen in the form of a letter, after a long talk with 
the President at the White House, asked that authority and re- 
sponsibility for defense production be clearly fixed. This is, of 
course, the vital prerequisite of putting defense production “on a 
war. basis,” as he has now publicly said we must do. All mention 
of it was omitted from his speech because he believes that state- 
ments on such matters “must come from the head, not the help.” 
Indeed, although nothing has happened since his memorandum was 
submitted a good many weeks ago, and although several of his col- 
leagues have urged him to return to the charge, he has not even 
brought up the matter again with the President. 

Yet the delicacy of Knudsen’s management of his relationship 
with his chief by no means diminishes the urgent need for action 
on his memorandum’s recommendations. 

The objectives which the defense pro-

gram has failed to obtain are threefold. 


Procedurally, it has not yet passed out of the contract-letting stage, 
since only 85 per cent of the defense contracts have been let. Pro- 
ductionwise, it has not gone forward as fast as was hoped, since 
the January plane output, for example, is to be only 700 combat 
ships instead of 1,000. And strategically, it has manifestly not 
assured American readiness to meet Britain’s potential needs when 
the German attack in force begins in the spring. 

Moreover, the figures do not give a complete picture of this fail- 
ure, since much less than 85 per cent of the British contracts have 
been let, although strategically they are more urgent than the Amer- 
ican. The truth is, the. Defense Commission now has on its hands 
a very large number of British orders, almost all of them of the 
first importance, which have yet to be placed. More will be coming 
in soon, for the British hope to be allowed to arrange for manu- 
facture in this country of their new model fighter, more heavily 
armed and armored and just as fast as any we have, with the re- 
markable 2,000 horse power, liquid-cooled engine that powers it.

Britain’s need will come in 90 to 120 days. Even in so short a 
space of time, it is possible by great efforts to obtain substantial 
increases in industrial output, as the record of Lord.

A good many people take a gloomy view of the defense pro- 
gram, mournfully reiterating, “We’re doing all we can. What more 
can we do?” Knudsen himself, the greatest production expert in 
the country, answered these people in his speech with specific 
recommendations. For one thing, he indicated the need for 24-hour 
workday and holiday production in the defense industries. For 
another, he briefly referred to the fundamental technical problem 
of spreading defense subcontracts among the great number of usable 
factories which now have no defense orders. 

These and the other steps that must be taken will remain-im- 
possible to take efficiently, however, so long as authority and re- 
sponsibility for defense production are vaguely dispersed through- 
out the government. First there must be responsibility and au- 
thority, and the adequate organization. which can only be built if 
authority and responsibility are fixed. Then it will be easy to put

By now the people of France know bitterly what they cheer

Flandin was the man, and the only man, 
who ever tried to fight the Bank of Paris in an effort to save the 
people some taxes. He was premier. They beat him. He was 
an honest sort of fellow and the people remember him. He was 
soe’ emnberiain and for appeasement. The Germans remember 

at. 

If one will recall French politics one will recall that for years 
the French leaders have been, in effect, going out the back door 
and coming in the front. 

In the 68 years of the French Republic there have been 103 
cabinets. The average life of each has been about eight months. 

Governments fell with such rapidity in the past decade that 
there really was very little change. The ex-prime ministers usually 
stepped down to some other position and then, as another govern- 
ment fell, moved back in, or nearly so. 

_  Filandin was one who has not been reappearing in high places 
In the French government. The bank, which was the most power- 
ful influence in French government, never forgave him.

Reports of yesterday also said that Flandin’s appointment might 
not be accepted by Germany. If it is not, he will be removed. If 
it is accepted, it seems to me that we will have seen the begin- 
ning of a movement to bring about a negotiated peace, 
Flandin, if the Germans accept him (they may have put him 
in), may be expected to advance some plan for peace. 

It seems to me that was why he was put in, and if the Ger- 
mans remove him it will be surprising. Flandin, whom the people 
of France trust as they do Petain, would be the ideal man to initiate 
a peace proposal. It may be the British know this and this would 
explain their immediate denouncement of him as a pro-Nazi when 
they know he was pro-Chamberlain throughout his career. 

Laval and many other Frenchmen never really liked the Eng- 
lish. The alliance of France and England was never a friendly one 
but one of politics and of mutual gain. But Flandin, from the 
record, apparently admired the English. 


HITLER WANTS PEACE? It is entirely likely Hitler would 

be very ready and willing to 
make peace, provided, of course, he was left with most of Europe 
in his bag and with most of the Balkans and Scandinavia under 
his economic influence. 

There is every reason to believe that his peace offer of some 
months ago was along similar lines as are now proposed. He would 
keep most of Poland and most of Czecho-Slovakia. He would re- 
lease most of France, but, one may be sure, would insist on keep- 
ing some of the channel ports, probably Dunkirk or Calais, and 
one of. the Dutch ports.

COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 16.—() 
Francis A. Schmidt, the tall, grey- 
ing Texans, who made football a 
spectacle with his wide-open “raz- 
zle-dazzle” style of play, stepped 
out tonight as head coach at Ohio 
State University. 

The board of athletic control 
announced it had accepted the 
resignation of Schmidt and for the 
five other members of the coach- 
ing staff. 

Schmidt submitted his resigna- 
tion earlier today because, he 
commented dryly, “the board is 
dissatisfied.” He did not amplify, 
but an investigation of the “foot- 
ball situation” at Ohio State was 
launched by the athletic board a 
week ago tonight following a 
four-won, four-lost season—the 
first for the Bucks in 10 years. 


AIDES ALSO GO. 

The assistant coaches who also 
resigned»were Ernie Godfrey, line 
coach; Sid Gillman, end coach: Ed 
Blickle, backfield coach, and Go- 
mer Jones, a scout and assistant 
line coach. 

Fritz Mackey resigned as coach 
of the freshman squad, but will 
remain as baseball coach. The 
board said that Blickle also would 
remain as assistant basketball 
coach, 

The resignations are effective 
next June 30, when the coaching 
contracts expire. Ohio State em- 
ployes its athletic staff on a year- 
to-year basis. : 

The board’s announcement, 
which terminated Schmidt’s seven- 
year reign at Ohio State, came 
after a two-and-one-half-hour ses- 
sion. Rumors were rife earlier 
that Schmidt had ‘resigned, but he 
did not confirm this until after 
the board met in a specialiy-called 
session. 

WON 39, LOST 16. 

In his seven years at Columbus, 
rated as one of the toughest 
coaching towns in the country, 


Schmidt’s teams won 39 games, 
lost 16 and tied one. In 1934 the 
Bucks tied for the Big Ten title, .

‘About the Head 


“Head control is the most im- 
portant of all. It isn’t so much a 
matter of looking at the ball. The 
head must keep the entire swing 
in its right groove. For example, 
the average tendency is to sway 
the upper side of the body. This 
can’t happen if the head is held 
in place throughout the swing. 

“If the head doesn’t move, 

then the rest of the body must 

also stay in place, except of 
course the hip shift and _ the 
shoulder turn. If you keep the 
head fixed as an anchor, put 
the hips to work, and take the 
natural shoulder turn, you can’t 
go far wrong. Moving the head 
is one of the greatest faults in 
golf, and one of the most costly.

‘German Loses by Trying 
To Outmaneuver 
Spitfire.

LONDON, Dec, 16.—(By Wire- 
less)—“‘Well,” the Canadian said, 
“the only Jerry I ever met turned 
out to be a pretty good guy.” 

The Canadian is 23 years old, 
which is right for a fighter pilot. 
He has big shoulders, a broad fa e 
and an open grin like Jack Oakie’s. 

“It happened like this,” he ex- 
plained. “I was on patrol, maybe! 
at 20,000 feet, when I spotted this 
Messerschmitt. He must have been 
at 15,000 and I hoped he didn’t see 


me. So I sneaked around until I 
got right between him and the sun.
